Gn the advice of my 
counsel, I will not discuss any 
aspect of this case in public.” 

Yesterday, Gamsoif ex- 
plained in a statement that in 
cases where the district attor- 
ney or his family may have 
an interest, the court can be 
requested to appoint a special 
prosecutor. 

Garrison said meanwhile 
the case is being handled by 
Assistant District Attorney 
William Alford.
